Introduction 


AIMS: To make a study of the; 


1, Ethical Teachings of Jesus; 2, Modification of individual and group 
ideals through the teachings of Jesus; 3, Spread of Christian ideality by 
the apostles; 4, Indispensibility of Christian ethics to the abundant life. 


What is there about the teachings of Jesus that will help us in our 
individual life problems. Do we find in his rules of conduct that which 
will touch our wills, bring us comfort, and stir us with the desire to 
bring about a social and religious ideal such that God's Will be done on 
earth as it is done heaven. 


To accomplish these things one needs to know how Jesus lived; how he 
reacted to the various problems of life; what were his teachings as related 
to conduct; how did they affect his immediate followers; and later the 
Christian world as revealed to us in Paul’s work; what was the reaction 
of the Romans to His way of life; how did his ideals differ with modern 
civilization; and finally what can be done by individuals at the present 
time to make his principles carry on into our present day civilization.
